Shaw said “Pygmalion” netted 
£75,000 before film rights and

‘White Collars 
Suffering Most’ 


White-collar workers and the 
low-income groups in the southeast 
suffer greater hardship through in- 
creased costs of living and the in- 
cline of food and clothing prices, 
than workers in other sections, | 
Mrs. Ethel D. Hoover, chief of the 
consumer division of the Cost-of- 
Living Branch of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, Washington, said 
here. 

Many white-collar workers and 
those in the low income group 
have not received salary adjust- 
ment sufficient to counterbalance 
the rising cost of living—which 
has increased more on goods 
which formerly sold at low lev- 
els than on higher-priced articles, 
Mrs. Hoover explained. 

Here to consult with BLS price 
collectors in the seven southeast- 
ern states, Mrs. Hoover said the 
main difficulties. encountered in 
pricing wartime goods and serv- 
ice. springs from quality deterio- 
ration and a shortage of clothing. 
Both of these factors inspire rises 
in clothing prices. ; 

Statistics reveal the total cost 
of living in the southeast increased 
considerably more between De- 
cember, 1940, and March, 1944, 
than in any other region in the 
United States, Mrs. Hoover re- 
ported. . 

The nation’s average increase in 
cost of living was placed at 22.8 
per cent while southeastern cities 
showed increases ranging from 30 
per cent at Savannah to 23.6 per 


}cent in Atlanta and down to 21.6 


per cent for Richmond, the only 
southern city below the national 
average. 

Mrs. Hoover attributes the in- 
crease in cost-of-living prices in 
the .southeast in part to the fact 
that a majority of the 300 articles 
in each city were selling at prices 
exceeding the ceilings. 3 

“We have nothing to do with 
price enforcement,” she added 
quickly. “We only check the 
prices to determine the changes 
in the cost of living. Holding the 
prices down is for the OPA.”

Germans are burning villages and

Despite the invaders’ use of 
fresh infantry and tank reinforce- 
ments the defending Partisans 
were holding their own at last re- 
ports, the communique said. 

A development in the British 
government’s policy of full mili- 
tary support to the Partisans was 
the announcement in Cairo that an 
agreement had been reached 
whereby a Yugoslav contingent se. 
lected by Marshal Tito himself 
will operate with the RAF.

BARI, Italy, April 28.—(Delay- 
ed )—(#)— Yugoslav forces once in- 
terned in Italy returned to battle 
in their homeland this week and 
scored clean-cut victories over Ger- 
man garrisons in she Dalmatian 
islands of: Korcula and Mljet, a 
Partisan spokesman reported to- 
day. 

He described these operations as 
the most decisive of the entire 
Partisan resistance campaign, giv- 
ing this account. 

Re-equipped and conditioned in 
Italy, elements of the 26th Parti- 
san Division moved against Mlijet 
the night of April 20. Other ele- 
ments landed on Korcula just be- 
fore dawn two days later. 

Fighting on Korcula was the 
most severe. Yugoslav troops 
shelled the small fortress of Sveti 
Vid, on a mountain, for two days 
before forcing its surrender. In 
the two operations 376 of the en- 
emy were ‘killed, all from the 
118th Jager Division, described by 
the spokesman as “pure German.” 
He said Partisan casualties were 
light.

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Re-Employment of Veterans 


A Statement to the Families and Friends 
of 15,000 Harvester Employes in Service 


(From an address by Fowler McCormick, president of International Harvester Company, to Company executives, meeting at Chicago.) 


WANT to talk about one of the war : 


jobs that we have to do and are go- 
ing to have before us for many, many 
months. I am speaking of the question 
of the re-employment of servicemen in 
our arganization. The only thing I want 
to do this evening is to outline to you the 
broad aspects of the policy that I think 
you should follow. That policy divides 
itself very simply under three headings. 


‘In the first place, there is the attitude 
we should have towards these returning 
men and women. I am going to try to 
characterize that attitude and I know I 
shall not do it adequately, but I am go- 


ing to say that the first characteristic of 


that attitude shéuld be that we natu- 
rally want to welcome those veterans 
back. We will be glad to have them back. 
We appreciate what they are doing for us 
in their service, and the first thing for 
us to express to them, in the deepest 
sincerity, is the fact that they are wel- 
come back. 


“The second characteristic of our atti- 
tude should be naturalness. Our attitude 
should not be one of curiosity. It cer- 
tainly should not be sentimental. 


“After all, what those men want and 
what they certamly are entitled to is 
that we help them to become again self- 
supporting civilians. That must be our 
goal—to help them become civilians and 
self-supporting. 


“You men know as well as | do the 
difficulty of the transition from civilian 
to army life, and you know that it is 
almost as difficult to become a civilian 
again after you have been in military 
service for a long time. Just that job it- 
self is difficult enough. 


“The thing we have to try to help 
them do is to become self-supporting. 
They do not want charity, God knows. 
They do not deserve so little. They de- 
serve our help to become self-support- 
ing again. 


“So, to sum up, the first point in re- 
gard to returning servicemen is the 
matter of our attitude. Let us make it 
human. Let ug make it healthy. Let us 
make it natural. Let us not have any 
sentimentality. Let us make it realistic 
and natural and warm. 


HE second point, I think, is that 
‘when this man comes back we 
must sit down and talk with him. First 
we must study his previous record with 
us. What did he do before he went away? 
What position was he in? What kind of 
a fellow was he? That is the first thing 
I think we should know. 


“The second thing I think we should 
know, and this is more difficult to get, 
is the man’s record and his experiences 
while he has been in the service. We will 
get fragmentary records from the serv- 
ices. At a recent meeting in New York 
I heard that the Army was not going to 
put out detailed medical information. 
They may change that, but at any rate 
we can get some records. But more diffi- 
cult yet is to find out what happened in- 
side that man, through his experiences. 


“And the next thing we should de- 
termine is what does this man want to 
do? What kind of work will he fit into 
best? What would make him the hap- 
piest? 


“I just want to cite you a couple of 
examples to illustrate the difficulty of 
the task before us. I will take a couple 
of extreme cases. You are going to have 
some men who, at your factories or 
branches, were performing some rather 
unskilled tasks. Maybe the man was a 
young warehouse man. Maybe he was 
in the repair department. Possibly he 
worked in the service station. He got 
into the Army or he got into the Navy. 
He got good training. He was under a 
good commander and something within 
him clicked and he went ahead. He was 
promoted. He went into further. frain- 


ing. He went to school, became an offi- 
cer. He did well. Let us say he was under 
fire and distinguished himself in action. 


“He comes back to you a captain, a 
major, even a lieutenant-colonel. Now, 
what are you going to do with that man? 
There is part of your problem. That is 
part of what you have to think about, 
what we all have to think about. 


“Now let us take a reverse’case. Here 
is a man who perhaps was a young fac- 
tory foreman, or an office manager, in- 
telligent and a fine fellow. He was un- 


fortunate in the service. He did not click. 


He had a discouraging time. Maybe he 
had experiences he could not quite adapt 
himself to, could not quite get up to. He 
comes back to you not as good a man as 
he was when hetleft you. That is possible. 
What are you going to do with him? 


. “Those are two kinds of cases. There 
will be an infinite variety and I thimk, 
gentlemen, one thing this problem is go- 
ing to require is that you give these men 
your personal attention. You cannot put 
these men through some kind of wringer 
or machine. You are going to have to 
see that these veterans are treated as 
they deserve to be. 


BA bee wmcre point is that, when you 
have gone through the process of 
inquiry, you have the question of where 
you are going to put that man. Does he 
need training? Has he been injured? 
You will have to have some rehabilita- 
tion training and there are a lot of prob- 
lems involved which I am not going into 
this evening because all that will be 
taken up with you in detail later. 


“The thing I do want to leave with 
you is the fact that those men were and 
are Harvester men. They are Americans 
who served their country. They fought 


for us, they served for us and they de 


serve the best that we have got, I know 


you will give it to them.” A

A survey of 1,469 farms, conducted by the Soil Conservation 
Service in Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky and Virginia indicates that 
cover crops and pasturage increased more than 50 per cent in the 
past two years. 

“Material increases in improved pastures, hay, small grain, 
and livestock with less acreage devoted to soil-depleting row 
crops were revealed in the survey,” Dr. T. 8.

‘Ours and Our 


Children’s Forever?’ 


“Sir, you dare not make war on cotton. No 
power on earth dare make war upon it. Cot- 
ton is king. Until lately, the Bank of England 
was king; but she tried to put her screws on, as 
uSual, the fall before last, upon the cotton crop, and was utterly 
vanquished. The last power has been conquered.” 

Senator J. H. Hammond, the fiery South Carolinian, 
thusly in the senate of the United States in March, 1858. 

In 1888, Henry W. Grady, brilliant orator and editor, spoke of 
the cotton plant: 

“What a royal plant it is. 

“The world waits in attendance on its growth. 

“The shower that falls whispering on its leaves is heard around 
the earth. 

“The sun that shines on it is tempered by the prayers of all 
people. 

“The frost that chills it and the dew that descends from the 
stars is noted, and the trespass of a little worm on its green leaf 
is more to England than the advance of the Russian army on her 
Asian outposts. 

“It is gold from the instant it puts forth its tiny shoot. Its fiber 
is current in every bank, and when loosing its fleece to the sun, it 
floats a banner that glorifies the fields of millions of humble 
farmers who are marshalled under a flag that will compel the al- 
legiance of the world, and wring tribute from every nation on 
earth. 

“It is the heritage that God gave to this people forever as their 
own when He arched our skies, established our mountains, girt 
us about with the ocean, loosed the breezes, tempered the sun- 
shine, and. measured the rain! 

“Ours and our children’s forever! 

“As princely a talent as ever came from His hand to mortal 
stewardship!”’ 

That was 1888. It was a true statement. At that time cotton 
was “ours and our children’s.” It seemed to be so “forever.” 

Hammohd’s statement was true in 1858. 

I present them both not to point out that even the best of 
prophets sometimes are wrong but to illustrate something which 
seems to me fundamental.

COTTON AND THE FUTURE } . 
ernor of the Farm Credit 


Administration, has an article on cotton in the curren®@ issue of 
“The Southern Banker.” 

Beginning by saying that the warp and woof of the south’s 
economy still is cotton, he shows that our cotton carry-over in 
1943 was 11,500,000 bales, which is more than twice the normal 
carry-over. 

In 1943 we devoted million acres to cotton, the smallest 
acreage since 1895; less than half the record 45 million acres in 1926. 

By the ’20’s America knew that what Hammond and Grady 
believed to be a southern monopoly was a shattered dream. In 
the early ‘20’s foreign cotton acreage ranged from 30,000,000 to 
40,000,000 acres. That acreage is growing. Its carry-over is 
estimated to be 12,500,000 bales. Added to our own, the carry-over 
amounts to almost one year’s world production. 

The world demand for cotton will fall off with the end of the 
war. Our own domestic uses likely will be reduced. 

Foreign countries will increase production. Russia already is 
independent in so far as peacetime demands for cotton are con- 
cerned. 


COMPETITION We are not going to live in-a magic world 


after the war, as some of the optimistic science 
writers say, but there will be much magic, 

Part of it will be synthetic competition with cotton. 

Already we know we can have-glass cloth for awnings, curtains 
and many other atticles now demanding fabrics, 

Production of rayon and rayon ataple fiber in the United States 
alone increased from 136,000,000 pounds in 1932 to 662,000,000 
pounds in 10943. 

The price of rayon staple fiber has DECREASED during the 
same period from 46 cents per pound to 24 cents, and after the 
war will, because of new discoveries and production developments, 
go much lower. 

There are other plastic dev elopments which will replace cotton 


uses. 


FUNDAMENTAL What I finally am getting at is this thing 


that seems to me fundamental. 

It is recognition on the part of the people that change is inevita- 
ble and that we must have planning, directive bureaus dnd research 
bureaus. Also we must have controls and international agreements. 

It is the height of folly to think we can live alone as a nation 
or as farmers or manufacturers. Old ideas about protective tariffs 
are as wrong today as are the statements by Hammond and Grady 
about King Cotton. The status quo is never comfortable. 

Duggan says we must have—if cotton is to survive in the south 
—an international agreement with other cotton-growing nations. 

Yet Lear some commissioners of agriculture and many so-called 
“big’’ businessmen who are letting their animosity for the President 
so distort their thinking and perspectives that they furiously call 
for the abolition of all controls, all bureaus. “Let us alone,” they 
shout. 

It seems to me fundamental that we think and refuse to close 
our eyes to facts. Anger isn’t thinking.

More About Harold Stassen, 
Who Might Be the Next President 


A poor farm boy who paid his way through college by work- 
Yes, that’s the hard way that 
Harold E. Stassen, who quit as third-term Governor of Minnesota 
to join the Navy, came up—and now, at 37, he’s mentioned as Re- 
publican candidate for the presidency of the United States. 

Minnesota was a mess when Stassen was elected Governor (the 
youngest in the United States) in November, 1938. So says the 
professor, and so say the records. The Republican party had been 
going completely to pot for 15 or 20 years. The Farmer-Labor 
party took over under Floyd Olson, and it finally was worse. 
There was trouble everywhere, strikes, riots, class hate and con- 
fusion. There were even pitched battles in the streets. 

Stassen’s campaign plea was, “Instead of stirring up class 
hatreds, instead of tearing down, let’s unite our energies and work 
together to build a better Minngsota.”’ His plea was for tolerance 
and understanding. The people were tired of the other sort of 
living. He swept in with a plurality of 291,000. 


CUT DEBT He cut his state debt $39,445,070. He cut the state 

property tax from 10 mills in 1938 to 5.4 mills in 
1943—a cut of 46 per cent. Huge pay rolls, reckless purchase 
of supplies, were lopped by $13,459,000 between 1938 and 1943. 
Strikes were cut 70 per cent. State employment lists were un- 
padded. A useless and free-riding one-third was’dropped. Job 
selection was placed strictly under civil service. Collections for 
political purposes, an old custom, were outlawed. The spoils 
system was knocked out of all state purchasing. 

And so it went through a long and notable list, not forgetting 
that before Stassen went into the service, Minnesota was already 
forehanded with thoughts of the returning veteran and the dread 
possibility of postwar unemployment. The state had appropriated 
$2,500,000 to start repatriation of its World War II veterans, and 
all state construction work has been stopped and the funds frozen 
into a postwar reserve to provide jobs then for those unable to 
place themselves elsewhere. 

This program naturally began to attract early national atten- 
tien and the young man was soon being invited by civic organiza- 
tions and experts in government in all parts of the country to speak. 


NO ISOLATIONIST  Stassen is a recorded foe of isolationism. 


He said it before Pearl Harbor, well be- 
fore, and he risked his neck politically at the time. His “We Need 
a World Government” article in the May 22, 1943, issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post practically out-Willkied Willkie in definite 
suggestions for postwar collaboration. 

That is why he comes so definitely into focus with Willkie out 
of it. He becomes of new interest to the nonisolationists in the 
Republican fold. 

Personally, he’s still married to the same gal. They have two 
beautiful children—a son, Glen, and a daughter, Kathleen. He's 
a Baptist, a Mason, and in ‘1941 he received the International Youth's 
Distinguished Service citation of the International Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor and the World’s Christian Endeavor Unj In 1939 
he was selected as the outstanding young American by the National 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. In 1942 he was elected president of 
the International Council of Religious Education. 

The Republican governors im convention have twice elected him 
their chairman. He keynoted, and served as temporary chairman 
of the last Republican national convention. And last, but by no 
measure least, is his selection as flag secretary by Admiral Halsey. 
Halsey is known in the Navy as “a good picker.’ 

What’s against him? His youth and his unfamiliarity with Wash- 
ington is the usual anwser. I said this to the professor. 

“Listen,” said he, “some men are born with more brains than 
others ever attain. Stassen has always had 'em. He’s got ’em now.

Massachusetts Gave 
Fourth Term a Boost 


WASHINGTON—Whatever Democratic op 
position there remained to the fourth term nomi- 
nation has now been finally and sufficiently 
squelched, it would seem, by the results in the 

Massachusetts primary which saw the first organized attempt te 
elect a hostile slate of delegates go down to a convincing defeat. 

Former Governor Joseph B. Ely, of the Bay State, took it upon 
himself to organize a revolt against the movement for drafting 
Mr. Roosevelt for a fourth term. He made an active canvass of 
the state. When the votes were counted his block of delegates 
were defeated overwhelmingly. 

Anti-fourth termers in and out of the party had counted much 
on the Massachusetts primary to halt the Roosevelt candidacy. If 
they could win there it would be hailed as evidence that the Dem- 
ocrats were far from united on the President. 

Now that the effort has failed so completely, we may expect a 
collapse of the whole hostile movement—or so much of it as is 
left. Massachusetts was the first test. It is hardly likely there will 
be another, 

Big Jim Farley and former Secretary of War Harry Woodring 
evidently saw the handwriting on the wall even before the Bay 
State primary. They folded their tents in the anti-Roosevelt cam- 
paign some days ago and silently stole away. 

Enough of the states have now been heard from to remove the 
last vestige of doubt as to the party’s choice of a presidential 
nominee. The nomination is Mr. Roosevelt's without the asking. 


ONLY QUESTION The only remaining question is whether or 
not the President will consent to run. Some 
of those with opinions which are entitled to be respected profess 
to be undecided about his intentions. They say the odds are fifty- 
fifty that he won’t be a candidate. 

No one would offer such odds as that to informed observers in 
Washington. They would be snapped up at once, and it would 
take a healthy bank roll to supply the demand for bets on that 
basis. The belief here is that the odds are something like ter to 
one that Mr. Roosevelt will again head the ticket, provided,. of 
course, the war is still with us on all fronts by the date of the 
natiqnal convention. 

One reason for this appraisal of the situation is the realization 
among party leaders that the President is the only candidate the 
Democrats have to offer who has any chance of election in No 
vember. There just isn’t anybody else. 

Even-if Mr. Roosevelt had a genuine desire to retire, it is 
doubtful that dominant elements in the party would permit him to 
do so at this late date. They would insist on him carrying-on. 
In the end he would be forced, in all likelihood, to yield to their 
importunities. 

But the main reason for assuming the fourth-term candidacy is 
the feeling, now quite general among the President’s advisers, that 
he is reasonably certain of re-election. There were some doubts 
about the matter of a few months back. Recent surveys, private and 


public, have changed the outlook completely. 

TWO TO ONE No smart gambler would take odds of less than 
two to one today against Roosevelt's re-election. 

Later events may change the situation, but there is nothing on the 

present horizon to give a different outlook. 

For one thing, the Republican picture has been clarified some 
what by the elimination of Wendell L. Willkie. It Seems to be a 
reasonable certainty that the GOP will name the youthful Governor 
Dewey as its candidate. Rightly or wrong, the Democrats look on 
him as perhaps the weakest opponent the Republicans could offer. 

Because of his limitations Democrats are convinced that Gove 
ernor Dewey has not the ghost of a chance of carrying New York, 
without which no Republican can-hardly be rated a chance to 
win over Mr. Roosevelt. 

Simply because a state elects a man Governor is no reason 
to assume it is prepared to give him its electoral vote for Presi- © 
dent. We had a notable example of that in the 1936 election. 
Former Governor Alf Landon had twice been elected chief execu- 
tive of Kansas. He had made an acceptable executive, so’ much 
so that the Republicans nominated him for President. 

But despite the fact that Kansas is one of the most rock-ribbed 
Republican states of the country, the Sun Flower commonwealth 
turned thumbs down on Alf in a big way when it came to certi- 
fying his presidential qualifications. Mr. Roosevelt carried the 
state over him by an unprecedented majority. 

That is the cold logic of the prospective Dewey candidacy The 
Democrats are fully confident of carrying New York against him. 

Mr. Roosevelt, keen political analyst that he is. no doubt sees 
this as well as his party associates. He can have few misgivings 
about the prospects of his re-election. Now that the opposition to 
his renomination has all but disintegrated, as reflected in the 
Massachusetts contest, there is little reason to assume that he 
will not be willing.

And here is the incredible re- 
sult. Sixty-two per cent of them 
were thieves. 

Bonding companies and Lloyd's 
of London believe in the ma- 
chine’s accuracy. And they do not 
hesitate to bond people who are 
confessed thieves, if they are re- 
‘quired to take the test once a 
| year, for experience has shown 
that people who must face the ma- 
chine at regular intervals are 100 
per cent honest. Nobody will take 
a chance when he knows his theft 
will inevitably be exposed. 

But if the machine has revealed 
the truth—if 62 per cent of those 
who handle other people’s money 
are capable of dishonesty—think 
what it means to employers whose 
people are not tested. 
| It means that six employes of 
-every 10 are “knocking down.” 

& It means if you have an em- 
_ploye or agent who is trusted to 
handle your money and is not fre- 
'quently audited, the odds are bet- 
ter than two to one that he is 
stealing from you. 

| If it is true, it makes you feel 
ashamed of the human race. If 
honor is gone, what is left? If we 
can't trust one another, civiliza- 
tion has only made us more clever

Germans Called 
Huns in First War; 


Now ‘“‘Tedeschi’’ 


IN ITALY, April 30.—(By Wire- 
less)—Funny how nicknames 
change from one war to the next, 
and even during wars. 

Last war, if I remember cor- 
rectly, the Germans were almost 
always referred to as “Huns,” but 
you don’t hear the word used in 
this war, at least not in the rear. 
For the ‘first year or so it 
always “Jerry.” Now in the last 
few months the term “Kraut” has 
shown up, and it is used at the 
front more than any other, |! 
guess. 

The latest term is “Tedeschi,” 
the Italian word for German. The 
“ch” is hard, like the “k” in Kan- 
sas. About a third of the time 
our soldiers speak of the Germans 
as “the Tedeschi.” 

COOKING STOVE 

One of the most practical pieces 
of equipment our Army has got 
around to is the little Coleman 
stove for cooking. It’s about eight 
inches high and burns gasoline. 
It comes in a round metal can 
which you can use to heat water 
in after you take the stove out 
of it. 

The stove has folding legs and 
folding griddles which you open 
up to set a can or a canteen cup 
on. It’s easy to carry and burns 
without a lot of tinkering. 

Almost every group of front-line 
soldiers has one now. They heat 
their C-rations on it, make coffee 
several times a day, heat water 
for shaving, and if they’re in an 
enclosed place such as a dugout 
they even use it for warmth. 

You have no idea what a big 
thing’ some practical little device 
like a successful stove is in the 
life of a man at the front. 
CANTEEN CUP 

Our Army canteen cup is pret- 
ty good, but it has one big draw- 
back. . The rolled-over rim col- 
lects so much heat you can’t put 
it to your lips without burning 
them. Hence you have to wait til] 
your coffee is lukewarm before 
you can drink it. A few soldiers. 
I've noticed, have partly solved 
the problem by cutting the rim 
off and filing the top smooth. 

Another much-needed item that 
has at last shown up in good 
quantity is candles. 

It seems to take any nation a 
year or two to find out through 
experience all the little things 
needed at the front, and to. pro- 
duce them and get them there. 
Last winter we needed candles but 
they were as scarce as though

made of gold. Now at last they 
have become plentiful.
